The general drift of all kinds of 
ar is beneficial, and only inciden- 
tally mischievous But tho mile of 
liquor is only incidentally beneficial,and 
generally bad. If I were to speak not 
of liquor dealers bit of liquor itself, I 
would charge it with almost every ini- 
quity known to human experionoe. I 
would declare that liquor is « demora- 
lizer, a monster, a thief, a murderer, « 

ouse builder.” A leading journal, 
speaking of the meeting and its political 
signiicance, says :—‘Tho tempret that 
in getting ready to take by the throat 
the traffic that is evil from beginning to

DOMINION IMMIGRATION, 
The Polley ef the Government Denounced 
by the Trades’ Congress. 


At the last meeting of the Toronto Trades 
and Labour Council the following was in the 
report of the Committee on Legislation which 
wae adopted :— 

‘They were also pleased to find that the 
discussions in the Dominion Parliament and 
Local Legislatare on the ‘immigration ques 
tion,” its abuses and itsevils, havein a very 
pointed manner drawn attention to: the very 
anreliable manner in which immigration 
atatistion are collected by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. They drew attention 40 the fact 
that during the month cf February there 
arrived at Toronto 148 immigrants, of whom 
54 were mechanics and 36 clerks, leaving 
only SS ander the head of ‘farm laborers,’ 
ani that the system which encourages and 
abets immigrants to Canada in mid-winter 
uader the present depressing ontlook is simply 
infamous. 

They said they felt thatit cannot be too 
often repeated that there are many more me 
chanics and ordinary laborers in Canada at 
the present time than can find employment, 
altogether irrespective of what wages they 
may be willing to work for, and as a conse- 
quence regret that the Dominion Govern- 
ment still, in the face of this undeniable fact, 
evinces a disposition to further fiood our labor 
market, as shown by the increased sum ask" 
ed for by parliament for imm’ gration par- 
poses during the coming season

BY WANT OF PROPER ATTENTION TO ShwER- 
AGE AND PLUMBING, 

Ortawa, March 12.—The Ottawa Sani- 
tary Convention met yeeterday. Dr. 
Swoetland took the chair. The W. 0. T, 
of Ostario sent anomber of qudries as 
to the sotion of aleohol cn thé public 
health, 

Dr, Oldright, of Toronto, Chairman of 
the Provincial Board of Hea'th, eald that 
ifwe had proper sanitary boards who 
could insist on proper plambing, proper 
sowage, ete., one half of the deaths in On- 
tario might be prevented, and also that a 
large number ef (he death from consump. 
tion Were «weg to iaproper ventilation. 
The Domicion Government alone could 
prevent the importation of disease ‘with 
immigrants ; and the adulteration ot food 
and the prevention of loss of life in fae 
tories were also matters for their considera: 
ton. Somuch of dhe work Io sanitary 
matters has tobe done by the municipal 
orgauisations themrelves and they are so 
closely connectel in their work and fela- 
tions with the Provincial Goveroments, 
that the balk of sanitary legitlatton roost 
be left with the Provincial Legtslatuarer. 
The consolidation of the Municipal Act 
shows how large « portion deals with sew- 
age, drainage,water supply and many other 
subjects, The Proviocial Government had 
organized » enuitary board which bad been 
the meane of diffusing a great deal of in- 
formation.

J.E. Walsh, accountant in the Bank of 
British North Amerioa, testified tbat on 
Batarday afternoon {ast be issued to Mr, 
Fred. Stimson, formerly of Olsawa, thirty 
9100 bills in exohvoge for six $600 bills, 
Stimson was accompanied to the bank by 
Mr. Jobo Stields (the Maskoka Commis- 
sioner), He could not identify the bills in 
the Speaker's bands ag any ol those he bad 
issued.

He said 
that Wilkipsoncame to Guelph and gave 
him # lot of information sbout the pro.

We do not know what conclusion was 

reached in the matter, but the sub jrct is 

an interesting and important one and we 

propose referring to a new device in 

ballot boxes which was used at the Laat 

State elections in Massachusetts, Jt is 
claimed to have decided advantages in the 
matter of preventing fraud in the cast 
ing and counting of Ballots. 2 

The box is simple in its constraction 
and operation. 1¢ can be made of wood 
or metal, and of any sis, and its de- 
vices may be adapt to the rquire- 
ments of any precinct or state. It has 
two compartments hinged in the centre 
anil ecurely locked, The upper hail 
contains the mecbaniam, the lower ts the 
receptacle for the balloia. On the belt 
hand «ide of the box is « crank, waich 
cacees two rubber rollers t volve ;on 
each of which are two linea Df cane elling 
stamps, which are inked by an inking 
device. .

It will be perceived that an erasure, 
made by » dishonest official in sorting 
or counting the votes, must interfere 
with the cancelling lines, and revoal the 
fact that is was made after the vote war 
cast. Evoo the mark of a lead pencil 
can be readily discovered upon inapec 
tion. A “pester,” if attached to the | 
ballot after voting, will have no cancel- |
